Special elections must be 


held fnr thp purpose of voting bonds 
or creating any city or municipal in- 
debtedness, or granting any franchise, 
but no election for such purposes shall 
be held unless the council shall'have 
first passed a resolution to that effect, 
which resolution shall set forth fully 
and in detail, the purpose or purposes 
of the proposed bonds or (indebtedness, 
the amount, time and terms of 
the 


proposed bonds or indebtedness, or the 
appfcant for, the character of, time, 
terms and conditions of the proposed 
franchise, as the case may be, which 
resolution shall be published in full 
in some newspaper published in 
the 


city, to be selected by the council, for 
the period of at least four weeks prior 
to the time of taking a vote thereon 
at such special election. 
Such elec- 


tion shall he held and conducted as 
nearly as practicable, 
in the 
same 


manner as elections for city officers. 
The city council shall in due time 
make provision for holding the same, 
and the city clerk shall prepare and 
provide, at the expense of the aity, 
sutable printed stationery for use 
as 


ballots xso as to. fully carry out .the 
intent and purposes^ of such electiop. 


The city council shall appoint suitable 
and competent persons to act as in- 
spectors of such election, and shall do 
all other things necessary or required 
to be done to carry out the provisions 
hereof; provided, that no person not 
a taxpayer and qualified elector with- 
in the corporate liimits of the city shall 


' be qualified to vote at any such special 


J election; 
and 
provided further,, that 


' no such resolution shall be declared 


carried or be effective or valid for any 
purpose whatsoever, unless the same 
shall received a two-thirds vote of all 
the voters>voting thereon." 
^ / 


The council has been advised by the 


city attorney and by many other, at- 
iorneys that this clause supersedes the 
act of March 19, 1901, which permitted 
the sale of franchises to the highest 
bidder in manner therein provided. 


If Mr 
Roff desired to'have the sale 


of franchises made to the highest bid- 
ders in Reno, he should have seen 
that the charter was so worded as to 
keep the law of 1901 in force instead 
of superseding it by Sec. 44, which 
provides an entirely different method 
of granting franchiises, and hence is 
in conflict with the act of 1901, incon- 
sistent therewith and repugnant there- 
to; and hence the later act superseded 
the former and we have nothing to do 
but to follow Section 44 of the char- 
ter in this matter which does not 
permit the sale of any franchise but 
vests the right to grant franchises in 
the city council subject to referen- 
dum to the 
qualnfled electors. 


"People who live in glass houses 


should not throw stones," and had 
Senator Roff been alive to_ his duty 
while the incorporation act was being 
considered in the state senate it is 
quite likely that he would not have 
quite so much fault to find with a clly 
council which .is trying to do its best 
under a very faulty charter for 
the
